Mr. BORQ sta^d that he was personally acquainted 
with Captain PETER Hl^AVISON, who resided with his wife at 
431 Rlverslde~’Drive”'from"September 1, I962 until August 31# r 
1963. BORG stated that Captain DAVISON was in the United .£ 
States Air Force and while at Columbia University had attended 
the Russian Institute. BORO stated that Captain DAVISON, prior 
to his departure from Columbia University, had been raised to 
the rank of Major in the United States Air Force and after his 
year of study he x*eturned to the United States Air Force Academy 
at Colorado Springs, Colorado. BORG advised that Major DAVISON 
was originally from Atlanta, Georgia, and that his parents still 
reside there. BORO coiwnented that, at one time. Major DAVISON 
had been assigned as an Air Attache to the United States Embassy 
in Bonn, Germany. He stated that he had no knowledge of Major 
DAVISON ever having been assigned to the United States Embassy 
in’ Moscow. 
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
